Under New Ruling 


Tehama County Welfare Dir­ 
ector Paulyne Marinoff wants 
it made clear that not every 
person receiving public assis­ 
tance comes under a new medi­ 
cal aid ruling of her depart­ 
ment. 
The rule, as Imposed Tues­ 
day by the board of supervis­ 
ors, sets up a panel of doc­ 
tors to treat general assistance 
patients and deletes the past 
regulation. In the past welfare 
recipients could go to a phy­ 
sician of their choice and the 
physician would then bill the 
county for his services. 
As it stands now, M rs. Mar­ 
inoff said, any welfare recipient 
who carries a Medi-Cal identi­ 
fication card may still go to the 
doctor of his choice. 
Persons 
receiving general 
welfare assistance who do not 
have a Medi-Cal card must 
contact the welfare department 
before going to a doctor. They 
will be cleared as to eligibil­ 
ity, given a pink slip, and sent 
to one of the panel doctors. 
The doctor is then to fill 
out the pink slip and return it 
to the welfare department.

Climactic Talks O f His To

PARIS (AP) — President Nix* 
on came to Paris today to a cor* 
dial French welcome, and soon 
was closeted with President 
Charles de Gaulle for the cli* 
mactic talks of his five-nation 
European tour. 
Nixon said that he came to 
France seeking De Gaulle's help 
In efforts "to build a new sense 
of Western purpose" and to seek 
a "Just and lasting peace." 
There was little sign of bos* 
tllity among the crowds who wel­ 


comed the U.S. chief executive 
to this "City of Light." The 
outpouring was not massive, but 
it was markedly warm to the 
American visitor. The Commit 
nist party had called for anti* 
Nixon demonstrations when he 
arrived in the city. Informants 
said fear of violent Red demorw 
strations kept many Parisians 
away. 
Nixon at once extended the 
hand of friendship to De Gaul* 
le's France, with which U. S. 
policymakers have long been 


at odds. 
In return, De Gaulle recalled 
traditional 
French-American 
friendship and said he attached 
the greatest Importance to ttie 
exchanges he will have with 
his guest. De Gaulle ended his 
brief welcome address at Orly 
Airport with the words, "Long 
live the United States." 
After a moving ceremony at 
which Nixon presided at the 
placing of a wreath on the mem* 
orlal to France's unknown sol* 
dler, the American President

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (A P )- 
Their conditions improving, the 
cold-bothered Apollo 9 astro­ 
nauts 
today Jogged and exer­ 
cised and then climbed Into 
spaceship trainers to practice 
for 
their 
10-day earth orbit 
mission. 
“They’re 
all doing better,” 
reported Dr. Charles A. Berry, 
chief astronaut physician, after 
examining the trio this morning. 
The launching, 
originally 
scheduled for today, was post­ 
poned until Monday because of 
sore throats and stuffy noses 
suffered by all three astron­ 
auts. 
After waking at 7 a.m., Air 
Force Col. Jam es A. McDlvltt 
worked out for about 30 min­ 
utes in a gymnasium in the crew 
quarters. Air Fofce Col. David 


R. Scott and civilian Russell L. 
Schwelckart each Jogged a mile. 
After the medical exam, Scott 
entered 
a 
command module 
simulator 
and McDlvltt and 
Schwelckart 
climbed 
into a 
lunar 
module 
trainer. They 
practiced rendezvous and dock­ 
ing maneuvers that will be con­ 
ducted during the flight, sched­ 
uled to start at 11 a.m. Monday 
atop a Saturn 5 rocket. 
Berry 
said all three would 
continue medication. In addi­ 
tion, Schwelckart 
began hot 
salt water gargles to relieve his 
troat soreness. 
For years Berry has argued 
that astronauts should take it 
easy In the final days before a 
flight. With the Apollo 9 colds 
he may have made his point. 
In the last coig>le week they- 
’ ve worked as many as 18 hours 
a day training for the flight. 


most of the time In a cool 
spaceship simulator. 
Berry, the space agency's di­ 
rector of medical operations, 
has felt that operational offi­ 
cials demand too much of the 
astronauts In the days before a 
launching. 


Asked 
at a news conference 
Thursday 
whether 
overwork 
had made the Apollo 9 pilots 
more susceptible to the colds, 
Berry replied: 
“I’m glad you asked that ques- 
tion. Yes, I feel strongly about 
this. We’ve had 100 per cent 
post -flight illness on these Apo­ 
llo flights. I don’t thlhk we've 
got a spacecraft that carries 


germs 
around 
and infects 
them. And I can’t see where the 
cape has changed that much 
from the Mercury and Gemini 
days.

I could not use that kind of 
language in my own store and I 
didn't dare to use violence, for 
I would not have had'a chance 
against those two hysterical 
women.

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Not Really New, But— 


The prolonged boycott of California grapes by a comparatively 


small grape pickers union has a lot of farmers worried. And per- 
haps with good reason. For despite some new circumstances, the 
basic idea is a time-tested weapon of organized labor. 


Farmers are not worried so much about the present grape boy- 


cott in itself. They say that it has not been successful, and, anyway, 
as far as Tehama County Is concerned, at least, it is something ra- 
ther remote. But nevertheless a lot of farmers see Implications in 
it that they don't like. If the farm workers' unions should grow 
stronger, and the boycott weapon should be used against other 
crops, there's fear it could mean big trouble. 


Organized labor traditionally has insisted that its members 


patronize only the union label, and has called on all friends of 
labor to do likewise. The grape boycott pretty much fits that pat- 
tern. But the grape boycott goes farther. It is more militant. Great- 
er effort is made to dissuade the general public from buying non- 
union picked grapes. 


Then, the fact that grapes and a lot of other potential boycott 


target crops are perishable make them more vulnerable than gar- 
ments, tools and other products to which buy union label has been 
applied. 


There are undoubtedly new elements there, and there's a new 


temper to the times. 


Complex And Perplexing

Unless he applies economic theory to agricultural 
marketing problems, say the authors of a volume on the subject, 
a farmer trying to figure out what he should plant at the most ad- 
vantage to himself is like a man with imperfect eyesight shooting 
with an inaccurate rifle through a fog at an erratically jumping 
jackrabbit. 


"The United States is like a vast market hall, with hungry 


consumers at one end, shouting their orders for food and continu- 
ally changing their minds about the prices they can afford to pay; 
and at the other end of the hall, harried producers dashing in and 
continually dumning varying kinds and quantities of goods for 
sale . . . All the elements of bedlam are here. Yet somehow 
the goods move through the market, producers get their money, 
and consumers get their foods. 


"And somehow, farmers—most of them —hang onto their san- 


ity. One suspects there are times v/hen they wish for the simpler 
days of planting, tilling and then hauling to market whatever re- 
sulted from their labors."

The purpose of good psycho- 


therapy and analysis is not to 
cleanse the pollution from all 
difficult childhood experiences. 
Rather it is meant to pene- 
trate into that pollution and 
bring it to the surface so that 
the patient can relive it and 
better understand its meaning. 
The limits of the doctor are 
very often the limits of the 
patient himself. 


The analogy to a physical 


disease might be that when 
a patient bleeds after surgery 
it is the patient and not the 
doctor who is at fault for its 
occurrence. In order to avoid 
any later disappointment, pa- 
tients who undertake psycho- 
logical direction must ask and 
fully know what they can ex- 
pect, without anticipating a 
t o t a l psychological rebirth. 
The accomplishments of mod- 
ern psychotherapy are great 
but are not the total answer 
to all the Ills of man.

ing a contraceptive pill. At 
first this sounds presumptuous 
and may seem to be invading 
the deep privacy of their 
young patients. There is no 
moralistic implication of this 
medical question but rather a 
real need because there are so 
many strange physical and 
emotional disorders that do 
not quite fit into the ordinary 
medical history and are later- 
traced to these pills. 


It is astonishing how many 


psychological symptoms, feel- 
ings of depression and behav- 
ior changes are attributed to 
the side effects of these pills 


An amusing, or perhaps not 


so amusing, aspect of this wa.s 
told to me by a doctor who 
asked his patient, an unmar- 
ried girl, if she had been tak- 
ing an 'oral contraceptive. She 
reacted angrily, as some wom- 
en may, in fear that the inti- 
macy of such conversations 
might be relayed to their par- 
ents. Her anger dissipated it- 
self when she later learned 
that she was pregnant, a real 
social complication of "birth 
control pills"' that she hardly 
expected. 


The ease with which these 


pills can be purchased is a sad 
reflection on the ethics of 
those who sell them and ex- 
ploit the buyer by increasing 
the cost. The frequency with 
which they are used and the 
ignorance about their side ef- 
fects need massive health edu- 
cation campaigns.

Both heartening and di scour, 


aging points were raised by 
the administration spokesman 
who boasted that there would 
be greater gains in civil rights 
during the next four years than 
during the past eight.

Translated into terms of peo- 
ple, the essential factor in en- 
forcement of civil rights statu» 
tea, the budget limits the divi. 
slon to 106 lawyers. That is not 
enough, In view of the fairly 
widespread continuing failure 
to comply with the law's school 
integration requirements. Mo* 
reover, the dearth of lawyers 
forces the division to pick and 
choose among non>compliance 
cases. Under those circumstan- 
ces, there simply is not equal 
protection of the law. "It's 
obnous,*' Leonard said, "that 
the Justice Department is not 
treating people equally."

ON BLACK CAPITALISM 


The idea of black capitalism, 


which during 1968 attracted the 
favorable attention of Richard 
Nixon, Robert Kennedy, and Fl- 
oyd McKissick, is now in creep* 
ing disrepute. First there is the 
straight ideological opposition. 
Julian Bond of Atlanta says 
he's against white capitalism, 
why should be be in favor of 
black capitalism? Then there 
have been one or two widely 
publicized empirical failures, 
for instance the shopping cen- 
ter of Delaware, financed by 
black capital and run by black 
entrepreneuers, which had to 
shut down because the hoodlums 
kept busting up the joint. And, 
politically, there was the exten- 
sive blast by the labor unions, 
which has truly confused the 
issue. 


The executive council of the 


AFL.CIO announces that we are 
better off helping the black 
people by creating a society of 
full employment. Specifically, 
the council asks that we re- 
duce unemployment from the 
present rate of 3.3, which is 
at a 15.year low, down to two 
or two and one«half per cent. 
Black capitalism isn't going 
to do that, says the council, 
because the overwhelming ma- 
jority of black people are work- 
ing class. What helps the work- 
ing class is jobs, and better 
paying jobs: not capitalist cast- 
les in the sky. And anyway, says 
the council, "attempts to build 
separate economic 
enclaves, 


with substantial Federal tax 
subsidies, within specific geo- 
graphically limited g h e t t o 
areas, is apartheid, anti-demo. 
cratic nonsense." 


Now the inflamed gentlemen 


of the council are clearly think. 
ing as loosely as they write. 
What makes apartheid objec- 
tionable is not that it is anti- 
democratic, but that it compul- 
sory. Apartheid means renarate 
development. A national effort 
to develop that which most needs 
development is only anti-demo- 
cratic in the sense that pro- 
gressive income tax rates are 
anti-democratic, 
which they 


certainly are, but to which the 
labor union leaders have no ob- 
jection at all. The call for 
special efforts to help the black 
people especially develop may 
be anti-democratic in the sense 
that it imposes special burdens 
on the white community, but it 
is surely democratic in the con. 
ventional context in that it helps 
those who need help the most. 


The National Association for 


the Advancement of Colored 
People, I never tire of stres- 
sing, presupposes that the col. 
ored people need advancing; 
presupposes, that is, that they 


are, under historical circum- 
stances, preternatually under, 
privileged. The question then 
arises not whether to attempt 
to do something about it: but 
what to do. And the notion of 
black capitalism ties in with 
the notion, acclaimed across 
the spectrum by black lead, 
ers, that in the last analysis 
the Negroes are going to have 
to feel that they themselves 
achieved their own emancipa- 
tion. Granted that the notion 
that self-help as the only means 
of achieving self-respect can be 
taken to ludicrous lengths—I 
once asked Saul Alinsky how 
come Liberia, independent for 
a hundred years, had made no 
relative progress distinguish- 
ing it from the colonized states 
in Africa, to which he replied 
that it was precisely because 
Liberia had been given its in- 
dependence rather than having 
had to fight for it. 


Black capitalism, conceived 


primarily as government-un. 
derwritten credit—easy loans 
from the Small Business Ad- 
ministration, that kind of thing 
— hardly need for their justifi- 
cation participation by the en- 
tire Negro community. But scat, 
tered successes can give uni- 
versal hope. Among the objec- 
tives should be black-dominat. 
ed labor unions, which would 
crack the white hegemonies that 
deny to Negroes the opportun. 
ity to advance in skilled trades. 
The AFL-CIO, in typical style, 
concluded its denunciation of 
black capitalism and its ring- 
ing endorsement of full employ, 
ment by calling for a rise in 
the minimum wage from $1.60 
to $2.00 per hour, which would 
have the absolutely predictable 
result of causing an increase 
in Negro unemployment.

Nixon had staked his whole 
European visit on the chance of 
successful talks with President 
de Gaulle, the head of state 
with whom he confers in detail 
this weekend. 


It was the chief reason for his 
making the unprecedented tour 
of Europe by a President only 
one month after assuming of- 
fice, when domestic policies 
were not yet firmed up. 


However, Nixon had some en- 
couragement from the "Great 
Man" himself. On Jan. 11, even 
before he was inaugurated,Nix- 
on sent a letter to De Gaulle 
declaring his willingness to 
consider the French position on 
world problems. De Gaulle re- 
plied on Jan. 17 that he would be 
happy to exchange views in 
depth; 
even before 
this, De 


Gaulle had expressed some 
pride in Nixon's comeback. 
More than a year ago he had 
predicted this and seemed to 
consider the fulfillment of his 
prediction a personal triumph. 


As a gesture to De Gaulle, the 
new President in his first White 
House reception 
junked the 


Johnson policy of using domes- 
tic 
champagne in 
favor of 


F r e n c h champagne — much 
to the disgust of California and 
New York State wine growers. 


In addition, Nixon had dis- 
creetly 
sidetracked 
Prime 


Minister 
Harold Wilson, who 


sent his ambassador 
to the 


White House immediately after 
the inauguration to say that the 
Prine Minister would like to 
fly to Washington. During the 
Johnson administration, Wilson 
was the first foreign caller at 
the White House, while under 
Kennedy the first caller was 
British Minister Harold Mac- 
millan. But not under Nixon. His 
great goal was to patch up rela- 
tions with De Gaulle.

Then, suddenly, the British 


punctured Nixon's balloon. They 
leaked the story of how De 
Gaulle had approached them as 
late as Feb. 4 with a plan to 
dismantle NATO and reshuffle 
the economic and political pow- 
er in Western Europe, dealing 
the United States completely 


out. 
There was no question but that 
De Gaulle deliberately made 
the overture to the British at a 
time when he knew Nixon was 
coming to Europe. Nixon had 
written him on Jan. 11, and by 
Jan. 31 the State Department 
had taken diplomatic soundings 
with the chanceries of Europe 
regarding Nixon's visit. De- 
spite this, De Gaulle called in 
the 
B r i t i s h 
ambassador, 


Christopher Soames, for lunch- 
eon on Feb. 4, to propound the 
new 
power 
structure 
for 


Europe. De Gaulle does not 
lunch with many ambassadors. 
He's even seen very little of 
Sargent Shriver, 
prestigious 


American envoy in Paris. 
There is no question also that 
the British, with equal deliber- 
ation, leaked the De Gaulle 
story on the eve of President 
Nixon's departure. When the 
French denied it, the British 
even showed newspapermen a 
transcript of the luncheon con- 
versation, dictated by Ambas- 
sador Soames after his meeting 
with De Gaulle. 


What all this means is that 
the President of France is ex- 
tremely difficult todeal with and 
Nixon must adjust to this fact. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt found 
this out at Casablanca in 1943 
and later described De Gaulle 
as fancying himself a cross be- 
tween Joan of Arc and Clemen- 
ceau. Winston Churchill, refer- 
ring to the symbol of the Free 
French, remarked that "the 
Cross of Lorraine is the great- 
est cross I have to bear." 


Gen. 
Omar Bradley, liberator

Paris, deferred his ad-

vance into that city for one 
day while he waited for Gen. 
de Gaulle to ride at the head of 
the 
reentry procession. De 


Gaulle has acted as if he were 
the real liberator of France 
ever since.

ACHIEVEMENTS 
The fact remains nonetheless 


that De Gaulle has done a lot of 
things for France. He brought an 
end to the war in Algeria which 
had been bleedlngFrancewhite. 
He recognized that the cold war 
between West and East is over, 
which was one reason he pulled 
out the rug before this could 
happen. 
The French President was in- 
excusably rude in urging a free 
Quebec while a guest of the Can- 
adian government.

De Gaulle's 
popularity at 


home has skidded. He got a ma- 
jority of one in the Chamber of 
Deputies at the last regular 
election.

But he !»•• 9 1ons way from pop- 
ular today. 


In brief, De Gaulle is De Gaul- 
le, and the President of the Uni- 
ted States will have an interest- 
ing talk with him. But the chan- 
ces are 100 to 1 he will not be 
able to do businss with him. 
The No. 1 reason for Nixon's 
trip abroad has pretty much 
gone up in smoke.

N ot Really New, But— 


The prolonged boycott of California grapes by a comparatively 
small grape pickers union has a lot of farm ers worried. And per­ 
haps with good reason. For despite some new circumstances, the 
basic Idea Is a tim e-tested weapon of organised labor. 


F arm ers are not worried so much about the present grape boy­ 
cott in Itself. They say that It has not been successful, and, anyway, 
as far as Tehama Cotsity Is concerned, at least, It Is something ra ­ 
ther rem ote. But nevertheless a lot of farm ers see Implications In 
It that they don't like. If the farm workers' unions should grow 
stronger, and the boycott weapon should be used against other 
crops, th ere's fear It could mean big trouble. 


Organised labor traditionally has Insisted that Its members 
patronize only the union label, and has called on all friends of 
labor to do likewise. The grape boycott pretty much fits that pat­ 
tern. But the grape boycott goes farther. It Is more militant. Great - 
er effort is made to dissuade the general public from buying non­ 
union picked grapes. 


Then, the fact that grapes and a lot of other potential boycott 
target crops are perishable make them more vulnerable than gar­ 
ments, tools and other products to which buy union label has been 
applied. 


There are undoubtedly new elements there, and there’s a new 
temper to the tim es. 


Complex A nd Perplexing 


Farming grows more complex and more perplexing from day 
to day, mon.h to month and year to year — as farm ers well know 
and the rest of us are learning, too. 


A couple of Iowa State University economists have turned out a 
new edition of their "M arketing Farm Products" which points that 
up. It moved one commentator to write; 


"It seems that the modern farm er should if possible be skilled 
in economic analysis as well as in persuading the land to yield 
bumper crops. Unless he applies economic theory to agricultural 
marketing problems, say the authors of a volume on the subject, 
a farm er trying to figure out what he should plant at the most ad­ 
vantage to himself is like a man with Imperfect eyesight shooting 
with an Inaccurate rifle through a fog at an erratically Jumping 
jackrabblt. 


"The United States is like a vast market hall, with hungry 
consumers at one end, shouting their orders for food and continu­ 
ally changing their minds about the prices they can afford to pay; 
and at the other end of the hall, harried producers dashing in and 
continually dumping varying kinds and quantities of goods for 
sale . . . 
All the elements of bedlam are here. Yet somehow 
the goods move through the market, producers get their money, 
and consumers get their foods. 


"And somehow, farm ers — most of them — hang onto their san­ 
ity. One suspects there are tim es when they wish for the simpler 
days of planting, tilling and then hauling to market whatever re ­ 
sulted from their labors."

THE PSYCHIATRIST and 
the psychoanalyst pass in and 
out of a maze of love, hate, 
devotion and hostility while 
their patients are in treatm ent 
and even long after. It is com­ 
mon to make of these mind 
healers a structure of godli­ 
ness, only later to take brick 
after 
b r i c k 
away because 
patients f i n d 
them excellent 
scapegoats for 
t h e i r deeply 
ingrained neu­ 
roses. 
These d o tu­ 
tors are mere 
mortals, a n d 
when called on 
for h e l p by 
p e o p l e who 
have 
been 
harboring 
their 
anxieties and mental complica­ 
tions for thirty or forty years, 
cannot wave a wand and mag­ 
ically return patients to com; 
plete emotional health. 
The purpose of good psycho­ 
therapy and analysis is not to 
cleanse the pollution from all 
difficult childhood experiences. 
Rather it is meant to pene­ 
trate into that pollution and 
bring it to the surface so that 
the patient can relive it and 
better understand its meaning. 
The limits of the doctor are 
very often the limits of the 
patient himself. 
The analogy to a physical 
disease might be that when 
a patient bleeds after surgery 
it is the patient and not the 
doctor who is at fault for its 
occurrence. In order to avoid 
any later disappointment, pa­ 
tients who undertake psycho­ 
logical direction must ask and 
fully know what they can ex­ 
pect, without anticipating a 
t o t a l psychological rebirth. 
The accomplishments of mod­ 
em psychotherapy are great 
but are not the total answer 
to all the ills of man 
• 
• • 
Physicians in every field of 
medicine find that it is im ­ 
portant. even though occasion­ 


ally 
em barrassing 
to 
ask 
young women if they are tak ­ 
ing a contraceptive pill. At 
first this sounds presumptuous 
and may seem to be invading 
the 
deep 
privacy 
of 
their 
young patients. There is no 
moralistic implication of this 
medical question but rather a 
real need because there are so 
many strange 
physical and 
emotional disorders that do 
not quite fit into the ordinary 
medical history and are later 
traced to these pills. 
It is astonishing how many 
psychological symptoms, feel­ 
ings of depression and behav­ 
ior changes are attributed to 
the side effects of these pills. 
An amusing, or perhaps not 
so amusing, aspect of this was 
told to me by a doctor who 
asked his patient, an unm ar­ 
ried girl, if she had been tak ­ 
ing an oral contraceptive. She 
reacted angrily, as some wom­ 
en may, in fear that the inti­ 
macy of such conversations 
might be relayed to their par­ 
ents. Her anger dissipated it­ 
self when she later learned 
that she was pregnant, a real 
social complication of “birth 
control pills’’ that she hardly 
expected. 
The ease with which these 
pills can be purchased is a sad 
reflection 
on 
the ethics of 
those who sell them and ex­ 
ploit the buyer by increasing 
the cost. The frequency with 
which they are used and the 
ignorance about their side ef­ 
fects need massive health edu­ 
cation campaigns.

A nd Discouraging

Both heartening and discour­ 
aging points were raised by 
the administration spokesman 
who boasted that there would 
be greater gains in civil rights 
during the next four years than 
during the past eight. In making 
this prediction Je rris Leonard, 
the assistant attorney general 
with responsibility in this field, 
attested his own good motives 
and doubtless those of the ad­ 
m inistration. He also focused 
attention on obstacles to doing 
what he proposes. 
As Leonard interprets the 
m atter, these obstacles spring 
not from lack of will but from 
lack of resources. If one ac­ 
cepts that prem ise, the diffi­ 
culty is made evident by a look 
at the figures. The entire bud­ 
get for fiscal year 1969 in the 
civil rights division of the De­ 
partm ent of Justice is only 2.7 
m illion dollars—perhaps less, 
as Leonard notes, than the sum 
a big corporation might spend 
on its defense in an antitrust 
suit. 


Translated into term s of peo­ 
ple, the essential factor in en­ 
forcem ent of civil rights stati» 
tes, the budget lim its the divi­ 
sion to 106 lawyers. That is not 
enough, in view of the fairly 
widespread continuing failure 
to comply with the law’s school 
integration requirem ents. Mo­ 
reover, the dearth of lawyers 
forces the division to pick and 
choose among non-compliance 
cases. Under those circumstaxw 
ces, there simply is not equal 
protection of the law. " I f s 
obvious,” Leonard said, "that 
the Justice Department is not 
treating people equally.” 


ON BLACK CAPITALISM 
The idea of black capitalism, 
which during 1968 attracted the 
favorable attention of Richard 
Nixon, Robert Kennedy, and Fl­ 
oyd McKissick, is now in creep­ 
ing disrepute. First there is the 
straight Ideological opposition. 
Julian Bond at Atlanta says 
he's against white capitalism, 
why should be be in favor of 
black capitalism ? Then there 
have been one or two widely 
publicized empirical failures, 
for instance the shopping cer* 
ter of Delaware, financed by 
black capital and run by black 
entrepreneuers, which had to 
shut down because the hoodlums 
kept busting up the joint. And, 
politically, there was the exten­ 
sive blast by the labor unions, 
which has truly confused the 
issue. 
The executive council of the 
AFL-CIO announces that we are 
better off helping the black 
people by creating a society of 
full employment. Specifically, 
the council asks that we re­ 
duce unemployment from the 
present rate of 3.3, which is 
at a 15-year low, down to two 
or two and one-half per cent. 
Black capitalism isn't going 
to do that, says the council, 
because the overwhelming ma­ 
jority of black people are work­ 
ing class. What helps the work­ 
ing class is jobs, and better 
paying jobs: not capitalist cast­ 
les in the sky. And anyway, says 
the council, "attem pts to build 
separate economic enclaves, 
with substantial Federal tax 
subsidies, within specific geo­ 
graphically limited g h e t t o 
areas, is apartlieid, anti-demo­ 
cratic nonsense." 
Now the inflamed gentlemen 
of the council are clearly think­ 
ing as loosely as they write. 
What makes apartheid objec­ 
tionable is not that it is anti­ 
dem ocratic, but that it compul­ 
sory. Apartheid means separate 
development. A national effort 
to develop that which most needs 
development is only anti-demo­ 
cratic in the sense that pro­ 
gressive income tax rates are 
anti-democratic, 
which 
they 
certainly are, but to which the 
labor union leaders have no ob­ 
jection at all. The call for 
special efforts to help the black 
people especially develop may 
be anti-democratic In the sense 
that it imposes special burdens 
on the white community, but it 
is surely democratic in the con­ 
ventional context in that it helps 
those who need help the most. 
The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, I never tire of stres­ 
sing, presupposes that the col­ 
ored people need advancing; 
presupposes, that is, that they 


are, under historical circum­ 
stances, preternatuaily under­ 
privileged. The question then 
arises not whether to attempt 
to do something about it: but 
what to do. And the notion of 
black capitalism ties in with 
the notion, acclaimed across 
the spectrum by black lead­ 
ers, that in the last analysis 
the Negroes are going to have 
to feel that they themselves 
achieved their own emancipa­ 
tion. Granted that the notion 
that self-help as the only means 
of achieving self-respect can be 
taken to ludicrous lengths—I 
once asked Saul Alinsky how 
come Liberia, independent for 
a hundred years, had made no 
relative progress distinguish­ 
ing it from the colonized states 
in Africa, to which he replied 
that it was precisely because 
Liberia had been given its ii* 
dependence rather than having 
had to fight for it.

Black capitalism, conceived 
prim arily 
as government-un­ 
derwritten credit—easy loans 
from the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration, that kind of thing 
— hardly need for their justifi­ 
cation participation by the en­ 
tire Negro community. But scat­ 
tered successes can give uni­ 
versal hope. Among the objec­ 
tives should be black-dominat­ 
ed labor unions, which would 
crack the white hegemonies that 
deny to Negroes the opportun­ 
ity to advance in skilled trades. 


The AFL-CIO, in typical style, 
concluded its denunciation of 
black capitalism and its ring­ 
ing endorsement of full employ­ 
ment by calling for a rise in 
the minimum wage from $1.60 
to $2.00 per hour, which would 
have the absolutely predictable 
result of causing an inprease 
in Negro unemployment. 
Why not a 
S . B .A . loan to

Nixon had 
written him on Jan. 11, and by 
Jan. 31 the State Department 
had taken diplomatic soundings 
with the chanceries of Europe 
regarding Nixon’s visit. De­ 
spite this, De Gaulle called In 
the 
B r i t i s h 
ambassador, 
Christopher Soames, for lunch­ 
eon on Feb. 4, to propound the 
new 
power 
structure 
for 
Europe. De Gaulle does not 
lunch with many am bassadors. 
He's even seen very little of 
Sargent 
Shriver, 
prestigious 
American envoy In Paris. 
There Is no question also that 
the British, with equal deliber­ 
ation, leaked the De Gaulle 
story on the eve of President 
Nixon’s departure. When the 
French denied it, the B ritish 
even showed newspapermen a 
transcript of the luncheon con­ 
versation, dictated by Ambas­ 
sador Soames after his meeting 
with De Gaulle. 
What all this means is that 
the President of France Is ex­ 
tremely difficult todeal with and 
Nixon must adjust to this fact. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt found 
this out at Casablanca in 1943 
and later described De Gaulle 
as fancying himself a cross be­ 
tween Joan of Arc and Clemen- 
ceau. Winston Churchill, re fe r­ 
ring to the symbol of the Free 
French, remarked that "the 
Cross of Lorraine is the g reat­ 
est cross I have to bear.’*

He recognized that the cold war 
between West and East Is over, 
which was (in* reason he pulled 
out the rug twfore this could 
happen. 
The French President was In­ 
excusably rude in urging a free 
Quebec while a guest of the Can­ 
adian government. He has been 
overbearing and Intolerant to­ 
ward 
the 
United States, cut 
hts own economic throat when 
he weakened the American dol­ 
lar. 
De Gaulle’s 
popularity at 
home has skidded. He got a m a­ 
jority of one in the Chamber of 
Deputies at the last regular 
election. He did better in the 
emergency election after the 
student strikes last sum m er. 
But he u- a long way from pop­ 
ular today. 
In brief, De Gaulle Is De Gaul­ 
le, and the President of the Uni­ 
ted States will have an interest­ 
ing talk with him. But the chan­ 
ces are 100 to 1 he wiU not be 
able to do bustnss with him. 
The No. 1 reason for Nixon’s 
trip abroad has pretty much 
gone up in smoke.

While the game kill 
surveys have not been com- 
pleted, early returns indicate 
that business was Just as bad 
on most of the private club 
areas. 
What caused the thin harvest? 
Wildlife biologists attribute 
the general lack of success to 
generally poor hunting weather, 
an abundance of water which 
spread out onto the bypasses 
and poor production last spring 
and summer in the nesting areas 
of the Canadian prairie provin- 
ces. 
Young birds usually make up a 
large percentage of the annual 
winter kill in California. This 
past season, most of the flight 
was made up of older birds

God d esires every person to be one of His as t ron a tus — to go to heaven — to travel through 
space whenever they desire. If you so choose you too can participate.

Other spring se- 
mester enrollment statistics 
reveal that there are a total 
Governors 
But Refuse

WASHINGTON (AP)— The na- 
tion's governors have condem - 
ned campus disorders but re- 
jected a call for a federal in- 
vestigation out of fear it might 
stir more unrest. 
By overwhelming voice vote, 
the governors approved a reso- 
lution Thursday saying "law- 
less acts by a small segment of 
the student population must not 
be allowed to interfere with 
the vast numbers of students 
who are seeking to exercise 
their 
educational opportuni- 


ties." 
The action came after Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell assur- 
ed the National Governors Con- 
ference on the second day of its 
two-day winter meeting that the 
Justice Department is keeping 
an eye on campus disorders. 
The proposal by California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, whose 
own state has had some of the 
severest upheavals, would have 
called on President Nixon to or- 
der a study "to determine if 
there is a nationwide plan or 
organization behind the current 
outbreaks." 
California has been troubled 
by sporadic unrest at the Uni- 
versity of California's Berkeley 
campus and at San Francisco 
State College. 
"I see no need to foment tro- 
uble in Florida by Indicating it 
is a federal responsibility," 
said that state's chief execu- 
tive, Claude Kirk.

Condemning Riots 
Federal Investigation 


"In terms of the Michigan 


situation, I do not believe a fed - 
eral investigation is necessary 
or advisable at this time,"said 
new Gov.

The governors, many of whom 
spent a good deal of the two 
days talking about the campus 
problem, thus indicated agree- 
ment with suggestions present- 
ed by the Rev. Theodore Hes- 
burgh, president of Notre Dame 
University. 
Hesburgh, who was praised 
earlier by President Nixon for 
his policy of dealing firmly with 
protestors at the South Bend, 
Ind., university, sent his rec- 
ommendations to Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew in a letter 
made public about the timeRea- 
gan made his proposal. 


Hesburgh said it is important 
to assume "that the university 
community-faculty, 
students, 


administration and trustees- 
are capable, in most cases, of 
laying down their own guide- 
lines." 


In case of trouble, he said, 
outside help may be needed. 
But he added; "Let it be under- 
stood that the university, and 
only 
the 
university, public 


or private, makes this deter- 
mination." 


The governors also passed a 
series of resolutions in which 
they called for simplification 
of federal grant programs and 
revenue sharing by which the 
national government would re- 
turn a portion of tax revenues 
to the states. 


President Nixon Only 
One Of Their Targets

ROME (AP)— President Nixon 
is only one of several targets 
on which the angry young men 
of Italy have been venting their 
frustrations. 
Two years ago Italy's stu- 
dents were considered among 
the most docile in Western Eu- 
rope. But since student protests 
last spring erupted into blood - 
shed, they have become the 
most militant. 
A week has not gone by with- 
out police putting down a riot or 
students occupying a univer- 
sity. For 
many, 
the 1968 


scholastic year was a loss. 
The University of Rome, with 
65,000 students, closed Satur- 
day because of student occupat- 
ions. This left most of the stu- 
dents free to riot Thursday in 
protest against Nixon's visit. 
Not that 
President 
Nixon 


made any move to antagonize 
the students. 
"He is just one more pretext 


to fight for reform of the social 
system, the education system 
which is full of cobwebs," ex- 
plained Antonio Taddei, a math- 
ematics student. 
Other 
targets have ranged 


from the Venice Film Festival, 
which students broke up last 
autumn, to an expensive world 
championship 
boxing bout in 


San Remo. The protest is a- 
gainst 
"bourgeois" society, 


display'of riches, and author- 
ity imposed by "a bunch of 


bums," as one student leader 
put it. 
Even Italy's traditional left- 
ists — the 
Communists and 


independent intellectuals — are 
ridiculed by advocates of stu- 
dent power. 
The leftists, nevertheless , 
have made a strong attempt to 
infiltrate 
student ranks. New 


printed portraits of Lenin, 'or 
example, outnumbered the tat- 
tered Guevara posters during 
the last two anti-Nixon dem- 
onstrations. 
L'Unita, the Communist party 
newspaper, devotes at least one 
page a day to news of student 
unrest, vandalism and other 
"cultural activities." At the 
same time, the Communists 
have injected their pet project 
of forcing Italy out of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
into student chants and resolu- 
tions. 


This aspect is causing grow- 
ing concern at the Vatican. Its 
newspaper asserted Thursday 
that "the student flag is passing 
to other hands which are aiming 
at the disintegration of the dem- 
ocratic state." 
The Italian student movement 
has the same general objectives 
as 
student 
movements in 


France, Germany and the Uni- 
ted States: the reform of the 
educational system which they 
consider out of date, and change 
in the structure of society.

Fear Heart More 
Vulnerable Than 
First Expected 


NEW YORK (aP) —Dr. Den- 
ton A. Cooley's heart transplant 
team warned today that thj hu- 
man heart appears to be far 
more vulnerable to rejection by 
the body than scientists thought 
a year ago. 


Based on their 18 transplants 


in 17 patients, the team said 
that in the case of pooi tissue 
matching between donor and re- 
cipient, rejecting seems to be 
"inexorably progressive." 
For this reason, the Houston, 
Tex., transplant team said new 
methods must be found to over- 
come poor tissue matches il 
heart transplantation is ever to 
become commonplace. 
Another way to attack the pro- 
blem, they said, would be to 
set up regional and national 
pools of donors and recipients 
whose tissue is typed in ad- 
vance, "with emergency trans- 
portation of patients to selected 
centers." 
The report was made by Dr. 
Jame? J. Nora, Dr. Cooley and 
10 others to the annual meeting 
of the American College of Car- 
diology.

Famed Les Halles Meets Its Doom

WASHINGTON (AP>- The na­ 
tion’s governors have condem - 
ned campus disorders but re ­ 
jected a cal1 for a federal in­ 
vestigation out of fear it might 
stir more unrest. 
By overwhelming voice vote, 
the governors approved a reso­ 
lution Thursday saying “ law­ 
less acts by a small segment of 
the student population must not 
be allowed to Interfere with 
the vast numbers of students 
who are seeking to exercise 
their 
educational opportuni­ 
ties.’* 
The action came after Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell assur­ 
ed the National Governors Con­ 
ference on the second day of its 
two-day winter meeting that the 
Justice Department is keeping 
an eye on campus disorders. 
The proposal by California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, whose 
own 
state has had some of the 
severest upheavals, would have 
called on President Nixon to or­ 
der a study “ to determine if 
there Is a nationwide plan or 
organization behind the current 
outbreaks.** 
California has been troubled 
by sporadic unrest at the Uni- i 
verslty of California’s Berkeley 
campus and at San Francisco 
State College. 
“ I see no need to foment tro­ 
uble in Florida by indicating it 
is a federal responsibility,’* 
said that state’s chief execu­ 
tive, Claude Kirk.

TALES 


I'm really afraid that if I mention anything dealing with water 


someone will knock me in the head. As 1 write these lines I fear 
another storm is in the making. Fishing being a little on the des- 
perate side, 1 would like to talk about one of our great rivers hop- 
ing to give our fishing spirit a little more optimism. 


THE SMITH RIVER 


This is a stream tributary to the Pacific Ocean. It is the 


northernmost coastal stream of importance in California. This 
drainage encompasses about 700 square miles, most of which is 
rugged mountainous and forested terrain. Most of the basin is In 
the Six Rivers National Forst. The Smith River empties into the 
ocean about four miles south of the California-Oregon state line. 
The drainage receives the highest rainfall of the coastal streams, 
an annual average of over 90 inches over most of the basin. The 
more important tributaries for king salmon are the North, Mid- 
dle, and South Forks, Mill Creek, Rowdy Creek, Sisklyou Fork, 
Patrick Creek, and Goose Creek. 


The spring runs of salmon and steelheard are considered 


minor by comparison with the fall and winter runs. The Smith is 
the most important sea-run cutthroat system in California. 
There are about 288 stream miles of king salmon, 348 miles of 
silver salmon, and 368 miles of steelhead habitat in the Smith 
drainage. It ranks as the third largest of the coastal river sys- 
tems in the amount of salmon habitat, and fourth in the amount 
of steelhead habitat. 


The estimated abundance of spawners into the Smith is 15,000 


king salmon, 5,000 silver salmon, and 30,000 steelhead. The river 
itself and the tributaries provide good spawning areas for these 
migratory fish. The good summer flows provide good habitat for 
the juvenile fish. This river is ranked third among coastal streams 
for migratory fish production. 


The Smith has an availability of 19 per cent of Its king 


salmon, 16 per cent of Us silver salmon, and 15 per cent of its 
steelhead habitat accessible to the sport fisherman. Although 
much of the drainage is in public ownership, rough terrain 
and lack of access roads limit angler use. Even where State 
Highway 199 parallels the Smith River, the ruggedness of the 
terrain discourages many anglers. 


The River is noted for its large-sized salmon and steelhead. 


Another feature to anglers is that the Smith clears very rapidly 
after periods of heavy rainfall. A good sport fishery exists In the 
estuary. However, remoteness and generally poor accessibility 
has resulted in extremely light fishing pressure for most of the 
river area. 


It has been found that most of the angling effort for down- 


streams migrants is centered on the main Smith and Middle Fork 
where 
government campgrounds and the Jededlah Smith State 


Park are located. The South Fork and other tributary streams are 
used less because of limited access. 


In most recent years flat bottom sled type boats with jet units 


on them are the only means to some parts of the river and many 
trophy fish both king salmon and steelhead are taken. The salmon 
catch is estimated to be about 4,600 fish per year and steelhead 
about 6,600 per year. Some catch. 


Right now there are presently good runs of steelhead (large) 


and salmon in the river. Milt Coon took off a couple of weeks and 
is up that way now fishing the Smith, Chetco and others up the 
Oregon Coast.

THE SMITH RIVER 
This Is a stream tributary to the Pacific Ocean. It Is the 
northernmost coastal stream ot importance In California. This 
drainage encompasses about 700 square miles, most of which is 
rugged mountainous and forested terrain. Most of the basin is in 
the Six Rivers National Forst. The Smith River empties into the 
ocean about four miles south ol the Callfomla-Oregon state line. 
The drainage receives the highest rainfall of the coastal streams, 
an annual average of over 90 inches over most of the basin. The 
more important tributaries for king salmon are the North, Mid­ 
dle, and South Forks, Mill Creek, Rowdy Creek, Siskiyou Fork, 
Patrick Creek, and Goose Creek. 
The spring runs of salmon and steelheard are considered 
minor by comparison with the fall and winter runs. The Smith is 
the most Important sea-run cutthroat system in California. 
There are about 288 stream miles of king salmon, 348 miles of 
silver salmon, and 368 miles of steelhead habitat in the Smith 
drainage. It ranks as the third largest of the coastal river sys­ 
tems in the amount of salmon habitat, and fourth in the amount 
of steelhead habitat. 
The estimated abundance of spawners into the Smith is 15,000 
king salmon, 5,000 silver salmon, and 30,000 steelhead. The river 
Itself and the tributaries provide good spawning areas for1 these 
migratory fish. The good summer flows provide good habitat for 
the Juvenile fish. This river is ranked third among coastal streams 
for migratory fish production. 
The Smith has an availability of 19 per cent of its king 
salmon, 16 per cent of its silver salmon, and 15 per cent of its 
steelhead habitat accessible to the sport fisherman. Although 
much of the drainage is in public ownership, rough terrain 
and lack of access roads limit angler use. Even where State 
Highway 199 parallels the Smith River, the ruggedness of the 
terrain discourages many anglers. 
The River is noted for its large-sized salmon and steelhead. 
Another feature to anglers is that the Smith clears very rapidly 
after periods of heavy rainfall. A good sport fishery exists in the 
estuary. However, remoteness and generally poor accessibility 
has resulted in extremely light fishing pressure for most of the 
river area. 
It has been found that most of the angling effort for down­ 
streams migrants is centered on the main Smith and Middle Fork 
where 
government campgrounds and the Jededlah Smith State 
Park are located. The South Fork and other tributary streams are 
used less because of limited access. 
In most recent years flat bottom sled type boats with Jet units 
on them are the only means to some parts of the river and many 
trophy fish both king salmon and steelhead are taken. The salmon 
catch is estimated to be about 4,600 fish per year and steelhead 
about 6,600 per year. Some catch. 
Right now there are presently good runs of steelhead (large) 
and salmon In the river. Milt Coon took off a couple of weeks and 
is up that way now fishing the Smith, Chetco and others up the 
Oregon Coast.
